CAPT. THOMAS A. SCOTT. 


Hum ble Beginning from W hich He Rose 
to Be a Typ ical N ational Hero. 


Some sixty years ago there sailed out 
of a h arb or on the C hesap eake, 
near 
the tow n of Snow Hill, Md., a c ra ft 
carrying 
eight cords 
of 
w ood—all 
on 
deck. 
She was w hat w as know n as a 
“ bay p ungy,” draw ing but 4 
feet 
of 
w ater, w ith a m ast forw ard and a boom 
swinging loose. 
A ft of the stum p of a 
bow sp rit w as a fo’castle th e size of a 
drygoods box. in which slep t the c a p ­ 
tain and th e crew. 
T h e cap tain was Tom m y Scott, a lad 
of 
15 — strong, 
well 
built, 
and 
sp ringy—w ith the look in his face of one 
wlte wits not afraid, -and who sp oke 
T he 
truth ; the crew was a negro boy of 12. 
T hese tw o sup p lied 
th e 
neighboring 
tow ns with wood in exchange for oys­ 
ters and clams. 
Some years later a straight, 
clear- 
eyed young fellow, with a chest of iron, 
arm s Tike cant-hooks, and thighs lashed 
with 
whip cord 
and 
steel, 
ship p ed 
as 
common sailor aboard the schooner Joh n 
W illetts—( ’ap t. W ever, m aster. 
H e w as 
seven years older than when he com ­ 
m anded the p ungy, but the look on his 
face w as still the same—th e look of a 
m an who w as nut afraid, and w ho sp oke 
the truth. 
T h ree years later (18 55 now) another 
vessel loomed in view. 
T his w as the 
schooner T hom as Nelson, ( ’ap t. T h om as 
A. Scott m aster and p art owner, loaded 
to the scup p ers with a cargo of staves 
bound for Barbados. 
She carried but

In the great corn belt of the Middle 
West amst farmers are afraid their 
wheat will make too much top in tile 
fall and sow very late in order to avoid 
the Hessian fly. As a rule, however, it 
is better to sow early enough to get 
eight or ten inches growth. 
Harrow 
the seed bed frequently, making a flue 
dust mulch, which will conserve moist­ 
ure and cause regular 
germination. 
Wheat put in this way makes a strong­ 
er growth in the spring and matures at 
lea^t a week earlier. 
If early and late 
seeded wheat come through the winter 
without injury the early wheat will al­ 
ways outyield the other, although it 
may have a tendency to lodge.

Veieran Sea 
Fighter 
Enters 


Upon Weil Earned Rest. 


Lake Mohonk, N. Y., Au g. 19 .—Far 
from grim warships and the sea. where 
he spent nearly half a cen tu ry in the 
service of his cou ntry , Rear Admiral 
Robley D. Evans of the United States 
navy , who is at this qu iet mou ntain 
hotel, reached the age limit of sixty - 
I two y ears y esterday and last night 


j passed from the ran ks of the cou n try ’s 
active sea lighters. 
Here, where fou r 
teen peace conferences have assem ­ 
bled, one of the world’s greatest naval 
comman ders laid down his arms, prob­ 
ably n ever again to take them lip in 
the defense of the cou ntry he has serv­ 
ed so well. 
His has been the longest 
service, bu t two y ears short of half a 
centu ry , of any man who has reached 
the rank of rear admiral in the United 
States navy . The event was made the 
occasion last evening of a notable gath­ 
ering, when the retiring sea fighter 


j was made the recipient of a loving cu p 
and was compelled to listen to several 
most felicitou s addresses, inclu ding a 
con gratu latory letter from Presiden t 
i Roosevelt.

All throu gh the day the hotel was 
thronged with admirers of “Fightin g 
Bob,” as his hosts of friends delight to 
call him 
Telegrams by the score 
reached him from all parts of the 
cou ntry , all expressing felicitation and 
affection for the man who has done so 
mu ch to bu ild u p the American navy . 
In reply to a friend who asked the 
admiral how he felt on his sixty -second 
birthday , he replied characteristically : 
“Fit as a fiddle. 
I am sixty -two y ears 
| y ou ng today , and I expect to reach a 
hu ndred. 
1 am taking on flesh at the 
rate of half a pou nd a day , and 1 
haven ’t got a thing to do bu t loaf. 
Who wou ld not get well u n der su ch 
circu m stan ces?”

which for a time threatened to dejwpu- 
late the country around 
Denver.

large number of the dangerous

These 
desperadoes quickly organized a secret 
compact body, with signs and grips, 
with captain, lieutenants, a secretary, 
road agents, and outriders, who became 
the terror of the whole region. 
Henry 
Plummer, the chief of this extraordin­ 
ary band and unquestionably the Na­ 
poleon of western outlaws, had once 
been marshal of Nevada Pity, whence 
after having twice been imprisoned for 
murder, he fled to Oregon and thence to 
Montana. 
He soon ingratiated himself 
into the favor of tin* people by his sin­ 
gularly smooth manners and insinuat­ 
ing address, and ere long was elected 
sheriff of Heaver County. 
Plummer was famed for desperation 
and skill in the use of a gun, and in a 
quarrel at Hannoek he shot aud killed 
^his friend. Jack Cleveland, who was 
disposed to dispute his title as 7hiet Y) 
th< outlaws. 
Plummer was tried for 
murder, 
hilt was acquitted on 
tin 
ground that the dead man’s languag* 
had been irritating. 
At the same tim* 
Charles Peeves and a man named Will­ 
iams. members of the Plummer band. 
w ho had fired into a camp of unoffend­ 
ing Indians to see how many of them 
they could kill at one shot, w ere tried 
for murder, and acquitted. 
Soon there­ 
after another of tin* outlaws, Georg* 
Ives. was conversing in tin* street with 
his friend, George ('arhar!, and takin 
exception to his speech shot him dead. 
Ile also went umvhlpped of justice. An 
other member of til** band. Haze Lyon 
who had attempted to kill his landlord 
because the latter had asked him 
to 
pay his board bill, was tried and ac­ 
quitted. 
These acquittals gave the outlaws a 
feeling of security and emboldened them 
to go forward with their murderous 
work. 
Plummer, as sheriff of the coun­ 
ty. had it within his power to give the 
outlaws ample protection, 
He appoin­ 
t'd two of his gang deputy sheriff's. An 
honest man had been elected sheriff at 
Virginia City through the influence of 
the late John A. Creighton and other 
citizens, 
Plummer sent word that he 
would live longer if he Would resign in 
Plummer’* favor, and, fearing assas­ 
sination. he did so. 
With his robber 
deputies to execute his orders. Plummer 
had the people of Montana completely 
at his mercy* and nowhere was there 
security of life or property. 
It devel­ 
oped that one of the deputies was an 
honest man. 
Fearing that he 
might 
turn informer. Plummer had him sen­ 
tenced to death by the outlaws and 
publicly shot by three of them. 
The sentiment of the honest men of 
the community was aroused by these 
outrages, and the fate of Plummer and 
his band was soon sealed. 
A Dutch­ 
man, driving some mules to market, 
was held up in a lonely sjiot by George 
Ives, robbed and murdered. 
His body 
was taken into Nevada city. and the 
sight of it stirred the Indignation of 
the law-abiding eitizens to the highest 
pitch* 
A posse scoured th** country-' 
side, surprised accomplices of the mur­ 
derer. ami wrung from them a confes­ 
sed. thai Ives had commit!**! the crim*1, 
Ives was captured and taken to Nevada 
c tv. w here lie w as given a trial.

bench was a wagon, and th e jury t w e n ­ 
ty four honest men. 
While the trial 
proceed***] citizens stood 
g u ard

guns In hand and their eyes fixed upon 
the outlaws, who had gathered in force 
to r< scil** th eir comrado iii crime.

Street Cars Kill a ad Injure 33,000 
Yearly in N**w York Alone. 
According to statistics collected by 
the 
Public Service Coimnissiou, the 
street railways of Greater New York 
are killing people at a greater rate 
than many of the great wars of his­ 
tory. 
For the months of February, 
March, April and May they show that 
upward of 11*000 were killed and in­ 
jured in the Greater City by car col­ 
lisions, by pedestrians being run over, 
or br Vehicles being struck by ears, by 
accidents accruing from boarding ears 
or alighting from them, by contact with 
the electricity which propels the cars 
and through miscellaneous other acci­ 
dents con nee* ted with urban travel and 
in which street ears were primarily 
the cause. 
Eleven thousand In 
four 
months! 
This means an average of 33,(MX) a 
year. 
It means, moreover, that in a 
twelve months’ time enough people are 
killed or injured by the surface cars of 
Greater New York to 
populate 
the 
towns of New 
Rochelle, 
Haverstraw, 
Hackensack and Long Branch. 
The 
six bloodiest battles of the Civil War 
were Gettysburg, SpottsyIvania. Wilder­ 
ness, 
Antietam, Chancellorsville and 
Chickamauga. 
The tot al number kill­ 
ed. wounded ami missing in these six 
battles aggregated less than lo.’ ,OOO 
These battles stretched throughout the 
four years of war iii which two valiant 
armies wert* doing their best to destroy 
each other with the best means of de­ 
struction that were then at hand. 
Hut 
iii these* pilling times of peace* it seems 
that the street cars of one city alone 
eau bring about almost as many casual­ 
ties in a given time* as could these em­ 
battled annie**. 
According to some statistics which 
have been compiled by 
Rev. 
Josiah 
Strong, president of the American In­ 
stitute of Social Service, our jieaceful 
vocations cost more lives every 
two 
days than this nation lost in battle 
(luring the entire war with Spain. “In 
th* 
United States,” this compiler as­ 
serts. “there are killed iii four years 


no.CXX) more than fell in battle or died 
of wounds during tile four years of tin* 
Civil War. 
Incredible* as it may seem, 
yet it is no less true that in the same 
length of time we kill off per cent more 
people than two great armies could de­ 
stroy, t*quipi>ed with all the we*apous of 
death that ingenuity could then de­ 
vise and making death and destruction 
their e*age*r business. 
We are killing 
more than twice as many every year 
as jierisln-d by violence in 
both 
the 
French aud English armies during the 
Crimean war. 
There are more killed 
and wounded on our railroads every 
year than the entire losses of the Hoer 
war on both side*s in three years,”
